had been sent to the penitentiary, there 
would probably have been no massacre 
of policemen, and tho live men who have 
paid with their lives for the privilege of 
having others put to death wonld be 
alive to-day. We have no right to ns- 
autno that n simiiar laxity hero may 
not result in an equul horror.

suob ft eequel—aid we are glad to bt- 
lieve there ia none—msh uttorsincDS are 
offenses against ,tii8 law; they clisturl' 
the peace of society, and iliey should be 
punished jnet as otteu us they are com- 
mitted, until (beee men learn thot tLey 
cannot advocate murder with impunity.

Solomon's u:ntoni;c:d imJ physiological 


discoveries wore so very groat that ho was 
nearly three thousand years ahead of tho 
scientists of his day. llo, moro than ono 
thousand years before Ctirist, sce:ncd to 
know about the circulation of tie blood, 
which llnrvcy discovered fiixtoon hundred 
and nineteen years after Christ, for when 
Solomon in Eccleslostea, describing the 
human body, speaks of tho pitcher at tho 
fountain, he evidently means the three 
canals lending1 from tho heart that receive 
tha blood like pitchers. 'WTien ho speaks In 
Ecclcsiastcs of the silver cord of lll'o, ho 
evidently moans tho splnnl marrow, about 
which in onr day Drs. JIayo and Carpenter, 
mid Dsiiton, nnd Flint, and Browa-Scq-jard 
have experimented. And Solomon rocordod 
Ln the Bible thousands of years before scien- 
tists discovered it that In his time tbo spinal 
cord relaxed in old ago, producing tho 
tremors of hand and head: "Or U tho silver 
cord ho loosed." 


In the text he reveals the fact that ho had 


studied that largest gland of tho human 
system, tho liver, not by tho electric light 
of tho modern cliuscctlng- room, but by tha 
dim light of a comparatively darlc age, nnd 
yet had seen Its important (unction in tho 
God-built oasUo of tho human body, iln 
selecting and secreting power. Its curious 
colls, its elongated and branching tubes, a 
Divine workmanship In central, and right, 
and lott lobe, and tho hepatic artery through 
which God conducts tho crimson tides.' Oh, 
this vital organ is I ike the cyo of 1C od in that it 
novcr sloe]).". Solomon l;uow oC it and had 
noticed cither in vivisection or post mortem

I preach to you this inorulng tho gospol 


of health. In taklug diagnoses of thu dis- 
eases ot thc soul you must also tako tho 
diagnoses ot tho diseases of tho body. As If 
to recognize this, ono wholo book of the 
Xow Testament wus written by a physician. 
Liiko was a doctor, and ho discourses mach 
of physical effect, aud ho tells of tho good 
Samaritan's medication of tho wounds by 
pouring In oil and wine, and recognizes 
hunger as a hindrance to hearing tho 
Gospel, so thnt the 5,000 wero fed; nnd re- 
cords tho sparse diet of the prodigal nway 
fromhome.and tho extinguished eyesight of 
the beggar by tho wayside,and lots us know 
of the homorrhngo of the wounds of tho 
dying Chrlstand tho miraculous post-mor- 
tum resuscitation. And any estimate of tho 
spiritual condition that doesno include also 
an estimate of the physical condition is in- 


i complete.
